Suddenly from the crowd sprang a 
young man, who held in one hanrl a 
knife with a long and exceedingly 
clean blade. From Miss Lewis 
grabbed the bag she waa carrying, 
and then seizing Miss Mattltews by 
the fingers drew his knife across her 
knuckles, cutting a deep pa.sh. The 
young woman shrieked witli fright 
and pain and her assailant, without 
waiting to make another effort to 
sever her hand, brandished his knife 
in the faces of those who sprang to 
the rescue and daalud west along 
Houston street. After a long chase 
he was captured, but did not surren- 
der until beaten into subjection by a 
policeman. 

Airships Across Sahara. 
Pari|, Jan. 1.— M- De Buraux and M. 
Cutineon de Batnt Victor embarked 
at Marseillea for Tunis, where they 
propose to send up two balloons for 
the purpo.se of ascertaining whethei 
the winds which prevail ii^ winter will 
carry airships across the Sahara 
desert. If this experiment Is success- 
ful the two explorers propose to at 
tempt to cross the unexplored portion 
of the ^esert in a balloon. This plan 
r e e< l fe» ihe lupsert of the French 
government, which supplies the bal- 
loons. The airships to be used are 
furnished with automatic registerini; 
Instruments, and carry requests writ- 
ten in several languages haking the 
finders to return them to the authorl- 
ties at Tunis. 

M«thodist Century Offering. 

Springfield, Mass.. Jan. 1. — In Trin- 
ity church Dr. M. Mills, secretary ot 

ihe Twentieth Cent\iry thank offi ring 
committee, made the announeemenl 
that the Methodists of the country 
had rai^ more than |20,00()J)00 in 
re^ttorise tb the movenieAi'^egun in 
Trinity church by the board of bish 
ops four ye^irs ago. Dr. .Mills said 
that 19,000,000 had been raided on 
church debts throughout the country, 
18,160,000 tor Methodist eolleges and 
schools and 12.760.000 for charities; 
$600,000 has been raised for the per- 
manent fund for the conference claim 
ants, and a little over $380,000 to 
buUd churohea in destitute communl* 
Ues. 

Anohduke Leopold's Humiliation. 

Montreux, Switzerland, Jan. 1. — 
Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, brother 
of the crown princess of Saxony, con- 
firmed the report that Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph bad written to inform him 
that he had been expelled from the 
army, 4epr|yjed of his penslojp, excl\id- 
ed from Austria, and ordered to be- 
come the sul),iort of another country. 
The archduke said it was not true, 
hiowever, that he hail aecejitcd all the 
points adv|i^eed by the eifiperor. ^e 
declared that he hiUl aeoepted daljr 
two proposals, namely, his expulsion 
from the army and from the Order of 
the Golde n gleeoe. 

lee Jam Blown Up. 

Hartford, Conn.. Jan. 1. — For the 
first time In the history of the Con- 
necticut river, an attempt is being 
made to blow up an ioe Jam. The 
bridge between th4a ci|ty and Gast 
Hartford Is in danger of being swept 
away by the Ice that extends to the 
river bottom if a flood should carry 
It away. Twenty pounds of dynamite 
are used at each blast A hole one 
foot in diameter is cut with chisels In 
the ice and the dynamite In bags Is 
lowered with a 10-foot pule when it is 
discharged. Ice oakei are thrown SOO 
feet in the air.

Kposevelt's New Year's reception was 
W&e of the most brilliant events in 
Washington's recent social history. 
All callers were afforded the opportun- 
ity of greeting the preiiideat apd idn. 
Moeevelt, and exchanging with tbem 
tte compliments of the new year. No 
dlitinctions were madf except such as- 
were rendered neoescary In preserva- 
Uon of order, and t^e fr^tlan ^- 
tCD^ed to an— 4iiirb and low. ridk ana 
poor— were alike cordial and sincere. 
In addition to a desire personally to 
wish the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
a happy New Year, hundreds of per- 
■cns were attracted to the reception 
by a wish to see the White Houpe in 
Its new and handsome Interior flnlsn 
and furnishings. The mansion was 
aglow with myriads of electric lights. 
To the brilliance of the great crystal 
cljAndeliera and the sjilendor .of ^le 
new furnishings waa added the beatu- 
ty of the floral doeornlions. which, al- 
though few, as compared with those 
of previous New Year receptions at 
the White House, were arranged with 
consummate art and effeottTeneta. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock, the hour 
at which the reception began, the dip- 
lomatic corps began to assemble In 
the red room. The members of the 
corps entered the mansion from the 
so||th side usual, i«i order tQ avoip 
tlte crush of the throng already gath- 
ered about the main entrance on the 
north side. Under the glare of the 
electric candelabra the spectacle pre- 
sented b^ this cpsmppolitan gather- 
ing, attired in magnificent court uni- 
forms, sparkling epaulettes and glist- 
ening straps, showing resplendent 
against the red velvet walls and Ivory 
woodwork, was gorgeous. 

Promptly at 11 o'cUxsk the trum- 
peters of tho Marine band sounded a 
fanfare, announc-ing the approach ot 
the president and Mrs. Uoosevelt and 
tiie immediate receiving party. Prep 
Ident lUKMevcIt with Mrs. Roosevelt 
on his arm, descended the main stair- 
case. Following them came the mem- 
bers of the C4iblnet and their accom- 
panying ladies. The receiving party 
was arranged in the arc of a circle 
m the bow window of the blue room. 
Through this lane the callers passed 
from the red room. The pre.shlent 
was in excellent spirits and Mis. 
Roosevelt never seemed happier or 
more graoloas. 

After the diplomats l>reBldent and 
Mrs. Roosevelt received the supreme 
court of the United Ktati-s, headed by 
€|blef Justice FuIUt. ah the justices 
W9fe accompanied by the .ladies of 
tbelr household. Then followed the 
Jndges of the United States, court of 
claims, of the district couirt of ap- 
peals and of the supreme couit of 
District of Columbia, ex-cablnet mem- 
hers and ex-mlnisters» department ofB- 
and the general public.

The snnnal report of Mr. A. W. 

Machen, General Superintendent of the 
free delivery system of the Postoffice De- 
partment, contains some interesting facts 
about the extension oi the rural free de- 
livery service. In 1808 there were but 
UH routes in operation, at a cost of $50,- 
000. For this year the appropriation is 
$7,000,000, and the carriers on 11,660 
routes travel -J7r),000 miles a day and 
serve 7,000,000 persons within an area of 
300,000 miles. It is estimated that this 
rural service may be extended to cover 
1,000,000 square miles, or fonr times the 
area of Oerminy. This service, which it 
is expected will be complete within two 
or three yean, will require about 40,000 
carriers, and will oost abont $24,000,000. 
Figures qtioted by Mr. Marhen indicate 
that this service will go far to pay for 
itself, for since its inception the rate of 
annual increase of receipts in rural re- 
gions has been from 2.4 per cent, to 10 
per cent., while additional revenue has 
been derived from the sale of money 
orders snd the registering of letters and 
packages. Last year there were 114,059 
letters and packages registered in com- 
munities heretofore so Isolated that such 
security could not be obtHincd without 
loss of time in driving to a remote poet- 
office. Congressmen from the fionth par- 
ticularly should do tlieir heat to bring 
this service to tlie highest state. It is 
one of the solvers of a great social prob- 
lem, moie intense in the South, perhspo, 
than anywhere else in the country. It 
brings the farm in close touch with the 
town, enables the farmer's family to 
have the daily letter or paper, and, with 
the extension of the mail-order busineas, 
to do much shopping st cost prices and 
without the lose ol time and the imposi- 
tion of the ersdit sTstem at the cross- 
roads store. •

Delhi, India, Jan. 1. — Tens of thou- 
sands of people from the city of Delhi 
and from villages far and near began 
gathering at daybreak on the grain 
plain outside the city. There they 
waited patiently for the snprema dn* 
nouncemont of the durbar, that King 
Edward was emperor of India. The 
crowd was composed largely of the 
common people, but among it could 
be seen Ute retainers of the varicus 
rfjahs who had. a>a|unbled for the 
function. The attention of all was 
flx'Ml upon the white amphitheater. In 
the center of the plain, where the an- 
nouncement was to be made. 80 vast 
was the multitude that the troops ap> 
peared as mere splashes of color. 

The arrival at the amphitheater of 
the viceroy of India. Lord Curzon ot 
Keddleston. and other dignitaries and 
the princes was one of the brilliant 
episodes of the day. The princes were 
clad in silks and adorned with jewels, 
and thi'ir horses and earriascs were 
biiUiaul witli trappings of f-'oid The 
spectacle within the arena wa? most 
striking and gorg«ous. The Patblan 
chiefs and the sirdars were resplend- 
ent in brilliant raiment. Soldleri and 
visitors from far distant countries 
were Included among those within the 
amphitheater. 

When the spectators had resumed 
their seats after the anthem there wks 
a flourlsli of trumpets from the her- 
alds and Major Maxwell, at the com- 
mand of the viceroy, read the proc- 
lamation, opening the durbar. The 
royal standard was then raised on 
high, and the Imperial salute was 
fired. The massed bands marched by 
playing, bonfires were started by the 
troops outside, and it was announced 
that King Edward was emperor ot 
India. 

There was another flourish of trum- 
pets an<l ixjrd Curzon arose and .stood 
for a moment impassive. Then, in Im- 
pressive tones, he delivered a speech 
and read the message from King |Cd- 
ward. In his address the vIcToy said 
that It had been dcoiili d not to exact 
interest for three jcars on all loans 
made or guaranteed by the govern- 
ment of India to the native states in 
connection with the recent famine. 
In the kins'? message, which was 
tlien reail by Ix)rd Curzon. his majes- 
ty said that the Prince and Princess 
of Wales would shortly visit India. 
He regretted his absence from the 
(I'lrliar and sent his f.;ri'i'tint'S to his 
Iiullau people. Coiieluiliu^, King Ed- 
ward saiil "I renew the a.ssurances 
of my regard for the liberties of the 
Indian people: of my respect for their 
dignitaries and rights of my interest 
In their advancement, and of my de- 
votion to their welfare." 

As the viceroy finished reading the 
king's words the assembled people 
broke into cheers for the king and 
emperor. The cheering was taken up 
by the niultlnide outside the amphi* 
theater and was long sustained. 

Thirty Werlcmen Mangled. 

Little Rock. Jan. 1.— Thirty railroad 
employes were injured, four perhaps 
faUlly, In a wreck at the Fort Smith 
crossing in North Little Rock. The 
"hoodlum" train, in which* the em- 
ployes go to work, approached the 
crossing at a fair speed, the engine 
pushing the cars. Suddenly i!ie < n;;i 
neer saw a'Mlght switch engine emerge 
from behind a building and start 
across the track ahead of him. He 
applied the emergency brakes, bat 
the four cars brolve loose ah.d rolled 
on, striking the switch engine broad- 
side. The 200 men on the cars jump- 
ed, but 30 were caught and crushed. 

Strikers May Picket. 
Cincinnati. Jan. 1. — Jiid^e Uiifus H. 
Smith of tne superior court has hand- 
ed down an important decision In 
which he concedes to striking work- 
Ingmen the right to picket a factory 
when they are seeking to accomplish 
a lawful purpose and do not in any 
manner intimidate or coerce non* 
strilters. At the same time Judl^s 
Shilth deflnes the rights of etapleyein 
and says that when it is necessary in 
their business to employ workmen, 
the right to do this It a property 
right, and when interfered with un- 
lawfully t he remedy la by I njonqtlon.
